Soon after his arrival in Canada, EeriJc Heine approached an Estonian jeweler 
•in Toronto, gave him as a sample an is Ionian freedom Cross of the black °for 
* bf&very 1 ' category and asked to hcve‘'S5 beW crosses made. The jeweler prepared 
. the necessary molds and cast the crosses as. desired by Heine. The ribbons' for 
five of the crosses were made by an Estonian commercial artist using the silk 
screen technique. ; 

Next Heine contacted the locel Freedom .Cross holders and the veterans orga- 
nization in order to arrange for a second ceremonial presentation. 

Tho holders of the Freedom Crosses did not agree with this, being of the 
opinion that- cocorating twice makes no sens a and that the crosses could be ob- 
. tallied from Koine by those r/ho have lost their own. 

The second attempt to make a ceremonial presentation of the crosses was to 
contact « ho loader cf the Boy Scout Jamboree (1956) so that the 'presentation could 
take place in the comp during a patriotic meeting. This proposal was not accepted 
since the right to present the crosses was only -delegated to the government of the 
Estonian Republic. 

One* of the freedom. Crosses has been given to^one of the senior Estonian offi- 
cers who lives in Toronto, v/ho has the right !to wear the cross, but lost it curia* 
the war. Two 0 : the freedom Crosses have been sola to persons who claim that they 
are rightful holders of the Estonian Freedom Cross* Their names, however, do not 
appear in the roster for Freedom Cross holders yf the n Riigi Teataj a" (an official 
Estonian government bulletin) nor in the pertinent publication which contains the 
pictures and personal history of all the holders of the Estonian Freedom Cross. It 
is known -hat there arc two copies of this publication in existence in the American 
continent. One is owned by Colonel Uni in Vancouver rd the other was in the pos- 
session of the Consul General, Kaiv. Thin volume was cheeked on the initiative 
of the Toronto Estonia:.
